Many Escaped by Jumping From Upper Stories— 
A Lowell Boy Rescued Two Girls—Heroic Res­ 
cues by Police and Firemen

lost their lives in a fire this morning 
In 
a three-story and 
an attic brick 
tenem ent house 
at 12 Fleet 
street, 
North End. 
A number of other per­

gerously burned and sen ; t :> the M as­ 
sachusetts General hospital.

The 
fire 
was discovered 
at 
1.10 
o’clock and before 2 it was practically 
out, but the bodies 
of three women, 


four men and two children were lying 
dead side by side in 
the barber shop 
at IO Fleet street, 
and the 
firemen 
were then searching the ruins of the 
half-burned rooms for 
the bodies of 
others, although they thought 
then 
th a t probably all 
the dead had been 
taken out. 
All of the dead were Italians, and in 
the 
confusion incident to the frig h t­ 
ful tragedy, It was almost impossible 
to get their full nam es correctly. 
The dead removed from the building 
and laid out in the barber shop cvere 
as given above. 
The bodies of most of the dead had 
been 
burned more or 
less, but from 
their appearance, 
the doctors, 
who 
were shortly 
on 
the scene, and the 
police and firemen Judged that death 
in nearly every case had been caused 
by suffocation. 
Nearly all of the bodies were 
con­ 
torted as though death had come with 
great agony. 
The building in which the tragedy 
occurred is a three-story brick with an 
attic, at 12 Fleet street, 
and in the 
midst of a d e n s e ly crowded tenement 


district, where the greater part of the 
population is Italian. 
ONE FAMILY ESCAPES. 
Michael O’Neill ran a hand laundry 
on the ground floor, and 
had 
living 
rooms in the rear, where he kept house 
with his family. 
Up stairs the 
rooms 
on 
the second floor, the third floor and 
even in the attic, were fitted with Ital­ 
ian families, who, after the manner of 
the Italians of the North End, where 
economy of space is a great considera­ 
tion, crowded in 
together 
about 
as 
thick as people possibly could live, so 
that when the fire came their chances 
for escape down the one narrow sta ir­ 
way was an impossibility. 
Not one of the few people w'ho did 
get out of the building alive went out 
by the doorway which opened on the 
stairs that led up to the rooms above 
the ground floors. 
O’Neill and his family being on the 
ground floor, and 
having

warning of the blaze, managed to get 
out into the street, but they were in 
their night clothes.

and mixed, but it seemed plain that ull 
treaties negotiated m ust 
have

made and ratified within two years 
after the passage of the act. 
T here­ 
fore if that act is to control it would be 
useless to ratify the treaties. 
Senator 
Cullom continued: 
“In my opinion, the fourth section of 
the Dingley net so far as it attem pts I 
to confer, limit, or define the 
treaty- j 
making power is not only an interfere 1 
ence with the powers of the president 1 
and senate, but is unconstitutional, be­ 
cause it comes in conflict 
with 
that i 
clause of the constitution which says I 
that the president ’shall have power, I 
by and with the advice and consent of 
the senate, to make treaties.’ 


TREATY-M AKING POW ERS. 
“We do not, therefore, derive our 
treaty-m aking power from a law of 
congress and no law- of congress can 
In any way modify or limit those pow­ 
ers. 
The Dingley act cannot limit the 
time in which we shall be allowed to 
make a treaty." 
Mr. Cullom contended that the fourth 
section of the Dingley act should 
be 
taken us a mere expression of the view 
of the congress and that the president 
did not need authority to 
make 
tile 
treaties. 
The reciprocity treaties con­ 
cluded with Hawaii. Mexico and C an­ 
ada did not go into effect until cohgress 
acted, but these 
treaties contained un 
express provision that they could not 
become effective without congressional 
action. 
Mr. Cullom discussed the provision of 
the constitution declaring that bills for 
raising revenue must originate in the 
house and said that it had not been 
definitely settled what was meunt by 
“bills for raising revenue.” 
He added:
